Sheep 
wander 
aimlessly. 
The 
same 
thing la true of cattle. And men 
are not too much different from 
the animal ,n that they go far 
astray without the guidance of 
God. The Psalm ist speaks of Dir­ 
ection. As the shepherd leads the 
sheep, so God leads those who 
will follow him. 
Recently a popular song had 
in It these words: "I don’t know 
where I’m going because I don't 
know where I’ve been." Ob­ 
viously, a sense of direction was 
missing. People In this predict* 
men ara easily Influenced, and 
not always for good. They are 
like clay In a potters hands. 
How much better to be able to 
say, ' He leadeth me.’’ The Good 
Shepherd will never fall na. 
Whenever we And ourselves In 
difficult places, or face to face 
with e hard decision, help will 
be given to us. Someone put It 
this way: "The Shepherd does 
not drive; he guides." It is our 
privilege to follow him. 
David also speaks of Devotion. 
The "path of rlghteousnes" to 
which he refers were right or 
straight 
paths. 
They 
were 
straight 
In 
the 
sense 
that 
they were holy paths. Only one 
who had given himself to God 
In deep devotion could travel 
such paths. Under divine direc­ 
tion we are lead to the Cross.

8.7 per cent. 
Small business is well established 
In Bucks County, the Figures indi­ 
cate. There are 2.181 firms, or 91 
per cent of the total, with less than 
20 em ployees each. This a greater 
concentration than is found else­ 
w here in the Middle A tlantic S tates 
w here sm all business represents 
90 per cent of the num ber of going 
enterprises. In Pennsylvania busi­ 
nesses of such size com prise 89 
per cent of the total.

Ko Domestic Production 
The rapid demand for the para- 
parakeets was heightened by the 
fact that there was no domestic 
production of the bird to meet the 
demand. It takes eight or nine years 
to develop quality parakeets, and 
they rarely reproduce at all in 
captivity. As Banker noted, it’s 
cheaper to sm uggle than to raise 
them. 


According to the agents the birds 
are shipped legally to Mexico and 
then are sm uggled in by planes, 
cars or cages, some carrying 500 
parakeets.
